to be heard In superior court Sat- 
urday. 
Pantages was convicted of at- 


tacking Eunice Prnig.e, 17, a danc- 
er, and Is liable to a sentence of 
from one to fifty years In San 
Quentin penitentiary. 
The women juror*, whose state- 


ments were included among seven 
affidavits producea by counsel for 
Pantages to support n motion for 
a rehearing, are Mrs. Christina D.

PRESIDENT HOOVER THURSDAY 
ISSUED PROCLAMATION UPON 


ARMISTICE DAY OBSERVANCE 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.-vP>—In 
order that the people of the Unit- 
ed States may recall "the high pur- 
poses for which this nation entered 
the world war." President Hoover 
issued a proclamation today nam- 
ing Monday, November 11, as Arm- 
istice Day. 


The president also said it was 


fitting that on this day the nation 
should recall Its obligations to the 
dead to apply itself to measures to 
"prevent repetition of such devas- 
tations of humanity" as 
in the 
world war. 


The text of the proclamation said 


In part: 


"Whereas, the eleventh of No- 


vember, 3918. marked the cessation 
of the most destructive, sanguinary 
and far-reaching war in human an- 
nals; and. 


"Whereas, it is fitting that the re- 
curring anniversary 
or . this day 
should be commemorated by cxer- 
ojses which shall recall the high 
purposes for which this nation en- 
tered the world war. the devotion 
and sacrifices of those who gave 


service to our country In Its peril. 
and tho memory of those who died 
to bring peace, and wnich likewise 
shall recall the nation's obligation 
to those dead that we shall apply 
ourselves to measures which sha71 
contrive to prevent repetition of 
such devastations of humanity; 


"Now, therefore. I, Herbert Hoo- 


ver, president of the United States 
of America, do hereby order that 
the flag of the United States shall 
be displayed on 
all 
government 


buildings on November 11. 1929, and 
do Invite the people of the United 
Slates to observe the day. in schools 
and churches, and other suitable 
places, with appropriate ceremon- 
ies, giving expression to our grati- 
tude for peace and the hope and 
desire that our friendly relations 
with other peoples may continue."

Two general problems made nec- 


essary the proposed building pro- 
gram of the Corsicana public school 
about two years earlier than had 
been normally anticipated accord- 
ing to the statement of Superin- 
tendent H_D. Fi;:ers Thursday 
morning asTle outlined the tenta- 
tive plans of the board. 


These problems were the over- 


crowded condition of the senior 
high school and the 250 new stu- 
dents which will enter the schools 
In September 1930 under -the new 
law which reduces the scholastic 
age to six years. 


The first item in the building pro- 


gram was the replacement of the 
Stephen F. Austin unit on West 
First avenue, which was abandon- 
ed several years 
ago when the 


building became unsafe for further 
occupancy. A new building of the 
unit type is planned for this site, 
to contain probably 
four rooms, 
and built in such a way that addi- 
tional units may be nddcd In the 
future. A new building on this site 
will materially aid in decreasing 
the distance for many children In 
the elementary grade as well as 
eliminating much of the 
traffic 
hazard.

David Crockett 
schooJ-"ln • East Corsicana to re- 
place the building that has been in 
constant service

Army aviators were 
enthusiastic 


today over the demonstrated effi- 
ciency of a newly developed Robot 
pilot which keeps a plane flying 
straight and true (o its course with 
no attention from the flier at the 
controls. 


It consists of two gyroscopes, one 


vertical and on'e horizontal, which 
maintain a constant pos'.tion and 
b{- automatic electrical contacts 
bring the airship back to level 
flights and point it again on its 
course when disturbed by the wind, 
passing gusts, or downward air 
currents. 


Tho whole device fits into a box, 


small enough to be placed under 
the pilot's neat, and weighs about 
50 pounds. 
The electrical power 
necessary fcr its operation is de- 
rived from a wind driven genera- 
tor. 


The new Robot was given an ex- 
haustive teet yesterday in a tri- 
motored Ford plane flying from 
Cleveland to this city. Once in the 
air the gyroscopes were put into 
operation and the manipulation of 
the plane was given no more atten- 
tion until, within SO mile* of Boll- 
ing Field here, the propeller oper- 
ating the generator failed, 
and 
Lieut. Albert F. Hegenberger. re- 
membered ns the partner or Lieut. 
Lester J. Maitland in their flight 
from, California to the Hawaila/i 
Islands, took tbo controls for the 
remainder of the flight. 


It was pointed out that (he device 
is meant to eontrol a plane only In 
level straight flight, and that when 
turns or landings must be made, 
the human pilot must replace 
tho 
mechanical one. Its value was ex- 
plained as lying in night flying and 
operation through fog and in de- 
creasing the strain and tension on 
the pilot. 


Thr> Robot is the invention of 
Elmer A. Sperry. an experimenter 
in gyroscopic devices.

His territory Includes In addition 
to the states of Weuvo Leon and 
Coahuila, the Tamaulipas border 
towns of Neuvo Laredo, Guerrero, 
Mler, Camargo, Reynosa and Mol- 
amoros; the 
strategic towns of 
Mazapil, Concepcion De Oro and 
San Pedro Del Ocampo in Zacate- 
cas, and Gomez Pa'acto and Lerdo 
in Durango. 
Concepcion Del Oro is the ter- 
minal of a branch railroad to Sal- 
tillo, and Mapimi is the terminal 
of a branch 
line to Bermljlllo, 
trunk line point for the city of 
Chihuahua. 
Gomez Palacio 
is 
about five miles from Torreon, em- 
barking point on the railroad to 
Chihuahua.

Read Before Jury

Closing arguments in the R. H. 
Hamilton murder trial began here 
today after a 35 minute delay be- 
cause of defense objection to the 
judge's charge to the Jury. 


At 9:35 a. m., District Judge J. 
E. Carter, sitting in the witness 
chair, began reading the charge 
to the jury. The charge, rewritten 
last night, was presented to de- 
fense attorneys only a few mo- 
ments before court opened and sev- 
eral objections were made, one lead- 
ing to elimination of a paragraph. 
The judge's charge was complet- 


ed at 9:50 a. m. 
Arguments arranged In this or- 
der, the state opening and closing: 
Hugh Cooper of Amarillo, special 
prosecutor; Sam SrTadle of Weath- 
orford, defense; V. P. Craven, coun- 
ty attorney of Parker county, state; 
R. E. Underwood, defense; District 
Attorney Edward W. Tomerson; C. 
B. Reeder of Amarillo and R 
B. 


Hood of Weatherford, defense; E. 
H. Grindstaff 
of 
Weatherford, 
state.Eight Hours of Argument. 
Eight hours were allowed for the 


arguments. It was considered doubt- 
ful whether the case would get to 
the jury tonight or be carried over 
until tomorrow. A criminal assault 
trial, set for district court tomor- 
row ,has been continued until the 
next term of court. 
Judge Carter's instructions to the 


jury included the usual charges in 
^ murder case with a self-defense 
plea. 
There -were fourteen para- 
graphs, most on real and apparent 
danger. 
The charge told the jury that if 
it believed Hamilton shot Walton 
without 
malice 
aforethought it 


could not assess his punishment at 
more than five years. 
Apparent Danger. 
Apparent danger, 
the judge in- 


structed, was to be given as much 
weight as actual danger, the jury 
placing itself in the position of the 
defendant while considering that 
point. If, the jury was told, it found 
Hamilton actually believed his life 
was in danger, even though there 
was no danger, Hamilton should be 
acultted. 
The charge also Instructs the jury 
to attempt to determine whether 
threats were 
communicated 
to 


Hamilton as the defense claims be- 
fore the shooting. 
Further, the judge told the jury 
not to consider the indictment as 
evidence against Hamilton, adding 
the burden' of proof 
was on the 
state, that a man is presumed in- 
nocent of a crime until proven he 
Is guilty and that if there is a rea- 
sonable doubt the defendant must 
be acquitted. 
Forbids Demonstration 


Before Coooper began his argu- 


ment, Judge Carter Instructed the 
spectators not to express their re- 
actions to any statements made in 
the arguments. 


The foundation on which the jury 


must decide the case is that "the 
law is supreme and no person can 
violate it with impunity," Cooper 
said in opening his argument. 


"The only way in which this case 


differs from others is that the de- 


fense claim is not that it was a 
'hip-pocket play' but a 'coat-pocket 
play'," Cooper torcl the jury before 
rte began a description of events 
on that day when Tom Walton, Jr., 
was shot to death in Hamilton's of- 
fice. 
Hamilton Prepared 


"There Is no dispute but 
that 


Walton telephoned 
Hamilton the 
morning of the homicide. The only 
contention is that Hamilton did not 
recognize Watlon's voice. Did he 
know that was Tom Walton talk- 
ing over the telephone" If he did, 
despite the threats Hamilton heard, 
that makes it different. Miss Flor- 
ence 
Hendricks 
said 
Hamilton 


while standing three or four feet 
from the door had that pistol in 
his hand. Why would he have it 
in his hand if he didn't know that 
was Tom Walton?

Shadle denied Hamilton ever had 


discussed Walton and Theresa in a 
telephone conversation

brother, Dexter, at Dallas, as a 
state witness had testified. The wit- 
ness, Mary Wright, 19, Amarillo 
long distance operator, said she 
heard the defendant, ask his broth- 
er: "What shall we do about that 
divorce?"

Marketing Schemes

WASHINGTON, Nov. 
7.—Wi- 
lts articles of incorporation adopt- 
ed, the ?20,000,000 Farmers' Nat- 
ional Grain corporation is the first 
of the central co-operative mar- 
keting agencies set up by the fed- 
eral farm board to get under way 
in its own right. 
The question of policy, as ex- 
pressed In the articles of incorpor- 
ation, long has been a stumbling 
block jn amalgamating the Interest 


of the two factions in the grain 
trade—the farmers' elevator group 
and the wheat pools. With that out 
of the way, observers see no ap- 
parent obstacle In the road toward 
ultimate acquisition of bargaining 
power in the grain market. 


The most nearly completed of 
the other two national commodity 
corporation is the $500,000 feder- 
ated Wool Growers' Co-operative 
Sales agency. Further" considera- 
tion and perhaps adoption of its 
trticles of incorporations is sched- 
uled at a conference with the farm 
board in San Angelo. Texas, No- 
vember 20. The feredation seeks 
to co-ordinate the market activities 
of wol and mohair cooperatives. 
Latest In the national organiza- 
tion movement is the $1,000,000 
National Livestock Marketing as- 
sociation which on October 24, in 
Chicago chose a committee of nine 
to draft the articles of Incorpora- 
tion and the bylaws under which it 
will attempt to bring powerful in- 
dividual units into one channel of 
market operations. 


Capitalization of the 
national 
aeencies together with.various fa- 
cility snd supplemental Commodity 
loans, has reduced the board's orig- 
inal appropriation of $150.000.000 
to approximately $100,000,000. Un- 
der the agricultural marketing act 
it was pr6vided a $600,000.000 re- 
volving funds, to be appropriated 
by congress as needed. 
Plans to finance cotton co-opera- 
tives through supolemental com- 
modity loans pendjng the organi- 
zation of a national cotton corpora- 
tion are expected in some sources 
to call for.the remainder of the 
first appropriation.

Now nobody in 
his senses wants a peace which will 
perpetuate these by the mainten- 
ance of the status quo among na- 
tions. If peace is to be permanent, 
and Christian, it must provide a 
way to right wrongs and establish 
justice. So we must look to the 
Bible, rather than to the parliamen- 
tarians and technicians, to show 
us the way to peace. Otherwise we 
shall be crying "Peace! 
Peace!" 


when there is no peace. 
So it is less by conferences and 
courts and agreements that world 
peace is to be assured than by a re- 
turn to the explicit teachings of 
Scripture and to the kingship of 
Christ. The Prince of Peace is the 
bringer of real peace. When all men 
seek first the Kingdom of God and 
His righteousness they will find 
themselves in possession of both In- 
ward spiritual peace and outward 
political ease.

Move Unexpected

Stinnett, county seat of this coun- 
ty, yesterday. Sheriff Fred Bowles 
firmed with extradition papers had 


waited quietly in town for several 
days. Not suspecting any Imme- 
diate move to bring Walker to trial 
-or take him to Oklahoma his at- 
torney, Dewitt Bomer of Temple, 
Texas, had boarded a train 
for

God has greatly blessed us 
as a nation in the year now draw- 
ing to a close. The earth has yield- 
ed an abundant harvest in most 
parts of our country. The fruits of 
industry have been of unexampled 
quantity and value.
